Brooklyn-born comedian Lewis Schaffer has

A rranging to meet a stranger in 
a graveyard is not standard 
practice when conducting an 
interview for the magazine. 

But then Lewis Schaffer and I have met 
once before - we met at the Dogstar, 

Brixton, in 2009 at a photo shoot for 
Living South. Then, as now, we were 
highlighting south London comedians 
heading to the Edinburgh Fringe comedy >

festival (we also interviewed Brixton 
resident Rosie Wilby and Crystal Palace’s 
Paul Sinha). So I figured, just this once, 
I’d meet a stranger in a graveyard. 

But this is no ordinary graveyard. 
Camberwell Old and New cemeteries are 
at the centre of the Save Southwark 
Woods campaign. Lewis - a Brooklyn- 
born comedian who lives in Nunhead - 
has been giving the issue a good airing on 
his Resonance FM radio show, Nunhead 
American Radio with Lewis Schaffer. 

We meet at the gates of Camberwell 
Old Cemetery, on a beautifully sunny 
June day, and wander around the 
perfectly manicured, formal Victorian 
graves, before swerving off the path 
and into the lush, green, overgrown 
woodlands that have grown up around 
the old headstones. A dirt track 
disappears into the distance, but we veer 
off it into the undergrowth, where huge 
oak trees, bushes and long grasses create 
a jungle-like oasis of complete stillness. 

‘We’ve got more than 8,000 signatures 
[on the petition to Save Southwark 
Woods]. People say that’s a lot but it 
doesn’t seem a lot to me, for this, it’s just 
so spectacular. We’ve been here for 15 
minutes and we’ve not seen a single 
person - in the midst of London!’ 

Camberwell Old and New cemeteries 
are full, so Southwark Council is looking 
to develop the woodlands to create 4,800 
new burial plots. A straightforward 
solution, it seems, but this would involve 
chopping down hundreds of trees and 
displacing wildlife. Save Southwark 
Woods proposes that the council invests 
in land at Kemnal Park cemetery in 
Bromley instead and declares Southwark 
Woods a Memorial Park Nature Reserve. 

‘I think the old way of thinking was to 
have Victorian gardens with everything 
manicured and neat rows of graves,’ says 
Lewis. ‘But I think people today want to 
be able to say to their kids, go into the 
woods and get lost, I’ll see you in 15 
years... I mean 15 minutes!’ he laughs. 

And herein lies the nature of the 
comic. The jokes are never far away, but 
he’s clearly passionate about the cause. 

It takes me quite some time to steer him 
back to the real reason I wanted to speak 
to him - Edinburgh Fringe. Lewis is 
taking his show, Free Until Famous - 
London’s longest running free stand-up 
show - to the world’s most famous 
comedy festival this year. Controversially,

he’s charging a fiver to see it. Does this 
mean that he’s famous now? 

‘I’ve just entered the Least Famous 
category of the Famous Comedians,’ he 
says. ‘You have the Most Famous of the 
Most Famous, like Michael McIntyre, 
then you have the Most Famous of the 
Least Famous, like Daniel Kitson and 
Stewart Lee. I’m right at the bottom of 
that, I think. The next category is 
Complete Nobodies. I could be at the top 


of the Complete Nobody category, but 
the most well-known of the Complete 
Nobodies. The Least Biggest Loser.’ 

I caught his Sunday evening show, 
Lewis Schaffer: International Man of 
Mystery at the Museum of Comedy in 
Holbom, and the vulnerability, self- 
deprecation and sense of complete failure 
is what his act pivots around. Not that 
he’d call it an ‘act’ - it’s pretty free-fall 
stuff: ‘Was that horrible? Should I start 
again?’ He asks at one point. 

But this charitable comedian isn’t 
short of accolades, even if he isn’t really 
famous. He won the Malcolm Hardee 
Cunning Stunt Award in 2009 for the best 
Edinburgh Fringe publicity stunt when he 
announced that he would be the new 
sponsor of the Perrier awards. And in 
2010, he was nominated for the Malcolm 
Hardee Award for Comic Originality. 

‘Sometimes I think I’m really 
happening. Do you think I’m happening? 
I’m on tour, I’ve got a regular show in 
London, I’ve got a radio show, I’m going 
to Edinburgh, I’ve got kids...’. He’s also 
the face of Save Southwark Woods and 
has reintroduced the ancient English 
tradition of Beating the Bounds to 
Nunhead. I’d say he’s pretty happening.

T ell me, have you ever been to wonderful, 

wonderful Copenhagen, ‘salty old dog of the 
sea’? Well you should, trust me. The Old 
Man and I took a trip to the land of the 
Little Mermaid last month, and despite rubbish 
weather we had an incredibly civilized time. 

For starters, a trip to Denmark will remind you 
what you can do with an open sandwich. I love 
Scandinavian food - apart from 
herring, which is the devil’s own 
fish - but seriously, an 
imaginatively piled open 
sandwich with sliced reindeer 
carpaccio and cranberries is a 
thing of beauty. Ooh and the 
Danish buffet breakfast - after

John McLarney at Dodd Lewis on the 
benefits of instmcting a solicitor early 
on when buying or selling a house 



S ummer is the time of year when 

people who are thinking of buying or 
selling their property typically come 
back to the property market. With 
regards to sales, this is the time when vendors 
start to market their property, with a view to 
finding a buyer and completing during the 
school summer holidays. 

Some clients, when buying or selling, like to 
instruct their solicitor right at the beginning of 
the process. Some prefer to wait until they have 
found a buyer for their house or find a property 
to purchase. There is no right or wrong answer, 
but there can be benefits in instructing a 
solicitor in the early stages of the transaction. 

Solicitors are regulated by the Law Society 
through the Solicitors Regulation Authority. 


There are mandatory requirements when a 
new client is taken on, including seeing the 
Terms of Business, another will be about 
solicitors costs and related expenses such 
as Stamp Duty and Land Registry fees etc. 
Another will be compliance with Money 
Laundering Regulations including the 
production of originals or copies of passports, 
driving licenses etc. All of this usually takes a 
few days and in some case a week or two. So 
if you need to proceed quickly, time-saving at 
the beginning can bring dividends later on. 

When a property is sold, some legal 
preparation is usually needed. The seller's 
register of title might need updating, for 
example if someone has changed their name 
or has been subject to a probate. 


It may also be a good idea for the seller to 
look at the lengthy Property Information and 
Fittings and Contents forms even before a 
buyer is found, especially if the Title to the 
property is not straightforward and more 
information is required. The seller may not 
necessarily want to fill all the forms in, but at 
least they will have an idea of what is required. 

Buyers are often asked to move quickly. If 
they have already instructed a solicitor they 
might be preferred over someone who is yet 
to get going. So the message is clear - instruct 
a solicitor early because it might just make a 
difference, and it will certainly save you time.

BOLD & BEAUTIFUL 

Daniel Croyle’s compact home on the BlackkeathjCharlton 
borders shows how colour and print can be used to create space

P eople seem to think that you’ve 
got to paint everything white 
to make it look bigger,’ says 
textile and interior designer 
Daniel Croyle, ‘but that’s not what I’m 
about. I think colour and print can do 
that. It’s just about being brave and 
going with your gut instincts.’ 

And he’s certainly done that. From 
the outside, Daniel’s home is an ordinary, 
handsome Victorian terrace on the 
borders of Blackheath and Charlton. But 
inside, it’s a carefully curated parade of 
colour and playful features - including 
a retired fairground carousel horse in the 
kitchen-dining room. 

‘People are frightened of colour and 
pattern, but it does throw the eye 
upwards and involve you more in the 
space,’ he continues. ‘I really love bold 
wallpaper prints in recesses because it 
pushes the space back - it actually adds 
to the space.’ 

Daniel moved to the one-bedroom flat 
two years ago, and has spent that time 
creating a showcase for his interiors and 
textile design business, the eponymous 
Daniel Croyle, which started as a shop in 
2005 and won the Best Wallpaper Design

for his Charlie print at the Interior 
Design Awards in 2007. Alongside his 
own wallpapers, fabrics and lampshades, 
he also produces bespoke collections for 
the likes of Celia Birtwell, Nicky 
Haslam, Firmdale Hotels, Harrods, 

Liberty and a smattering of ‘top secret’ 
celebrity clients. 

After a long spell in West London - 
where he used to run a silverscreen print 
studio that designed for everyone from 
Vivienne Westwood to Zandra Rhodes - 
Daniel moved to Sevenoaks in Kent, but 
wanted to head back closer to London 
when he started teaching fashion and 
textiles at Ravensboume College on 
Greenwich Peninsula. When not 
teaching, Daniel is generally found at 
his studio - Second Floor Studios in 
Woolwich, a creative hub of some 410 
artists, craft makers and designers. 

Daniel says that he doesn’t like 
‘matchy-matchy’ styles, which is quite 
evident when looking around his home 
- florals sit next to zigzags and fuchsia 
sits next to teal. But at no point does it 
clash or seem overbearing. He knows 
just when to go bold and when to 
employ a neutral.

eclectic collection of prints and colours 
to his bespoke design projects for other 
furnishing houses, artists, designers and 
even hotels. 

‘You have to wear somebody else’s 
hat and they might want something quite 
specific, and often those ideas will end 
up in my collection, so the style does 
tend to jump around a bit, but I like that.’ 

For his own home, Daniel wanted ‘a 
space that’s colourful, happy, cosy and 
comfortable’. Somewhere that his work 
could take pride of place, but that first 
and foremost had to be a home. 

‘I always think about light before I 
think of anything else,’ he says. ‘The 
front of this flat is south facing, so you 
get more sun. The sun comes around 
[into the kitchen at the back] in the late 
afternoon, so that has to be considered 
when you’re painting the walls. I can’t 
paint the kitchen-diner a bold colour 
because it will feel very dark.’ 

Instead Daniel has gone for an oyster 
shade with pink tones through the back 
of the house, which creates a much 
warmer feeling than a stark white. 

‘Because of the light at the front 
I could paint that a very deep petrol- 
indigo colour. Then I think about lamps 
and chain lights because I like to feel 
cosy at night. I hate bright pendant lights 
overhead.’ 

My eye is drawn to the carousel horse 
that takes pride of place in the kitchen- 
diner. In fact I’ve barely taken my eyes 
off it since entering the room. It’s 
fabulous. Where on earth does one find 
such a thing?

‘I found him on eBay,’ says Daniel. 

‘I bought him for a trade show in 
Birmingham because I have a wallpaper 
print featuring carousel horses, and 
obviously I loved him, so here he is.’ 

The horse is draped with a throw that 
Daniel and his partner Oscar found in 
China while hiking. The floor lamp next 
to it sports a lampshade 
from Daniel’s new 
range, called Roman 
Row. The lampshade 
followed a wallpaper 
print called Rome, 
inspired by a Sicilian 
ceramic head he spotted 
in a hotel in Rome: ‘I just started 
drawing the pot,’ he says, ‘this head with 
an amazing plant coming out of it, then 
the rest kind of spiralled out from there.’ 

Around the dining table are upcycled 
chairs sourced by Nicholas Upholstery 
just off Lee High Road, and covered in 
various fabrics of Daniel’s - Flash, 
Barcelona and Anchored Heart. There’s 
a reupholstered antique armchair covered 


in Daniel’s Shanghai Peonies, and 
cushions dotted along the blue sofa are 
covered in a mix of Constance, Flash 
and Coromandel fabrics. 

The front room features that petrol 
blue-painted wall, matched with Daniel’s 
Elpis wallpaper in a similar shade with 
a pink print that features everything

The pattern reflects 
in the antique mirror 
over the fireplace, picking up on the 
leafy pendant light dotted with little bird 
decorations found in Parisian junk shops.

‘It’s basically colour theory,’ he says. 
‘Use complementary colours to create a 
pop - yellow versus purple, for example.

For the perfect communal picnic dish, try this interesting take on a pizza 


I first cooked Rotolo di Pizza 
Ripieno at Toto, an Italian 
restaurant in Auckland just up 
the road from a TV studio. All 
summer the deli counter would be 
inundated with media types jostling 
to buy a piece of ripieno and some 
antipasto to take to the park for 
lunch. It’s an ideal picnic food - 
easy to transport, bags of flavour 
and very simple to make. 

Rotolo di Pizza Ripieno is 
essentially rolled and stuffed pizza. 
The filling can be whatever takes 
your fancy, but avoid buffalo 
mozzarella - it’s very wet and can 
cause soggy dough. Use a firmer 
cow’s mozzarella or a smoked 
provolone. Here, I have used cow’s 
mozzarella with roasted red 
peppers, roasted red onions, 
spinach and basil. Just before 
cooking brush the top with olive 
oil, then sprinkle on coarse salt, 
chopped herbs and garlic to add 
flavour and texture to the crust. 

Making your own pizza dough 
is surprisingly simple. Whisk a 
teaspoon of dried yeast and a 
tablespoon of sugar into 330ml of 
lukewarm water. Stir this into 600g 
of strong white flour, adding 1 
teaspoon of salt and 1 tablespoon of 
olive oil. Knead until smooth, cover 
with a tea towel and leave in a 
warm spot to prove. When it has 
doubled in size, knock back and 
proof for a second time. Simple!

ROTOLO DI PIZZA RIPIENO 


• Serves: 4-6 

• Preparation time: 40 minutes 
(plus time for the dough to prove) 

• Cooking time: 30 minutes 

Pizza dough 
250g tomato sauce 
2 roasted red peppers - peeled, 
seeds removed, sliced 
2 red onions - peeled, sliced 
& roasted 

250g cow’s mozzarella - torn into 
pieces 

250g washed spinach - cooked 
in garlic oil, seasoned & 
squeezed dry 


50g grated Parmesan 

1 clove garlic - chopped 

A few pinches of chopped thyme 

& rosemary 

Maldon salt 

Olive oil 

1 Roll out your dough into a 
rectangle and smear sparingly 
with the tomato sauce (you may 
not need it all), leaving a border 
of about an inch all around it. 

2 Scatter over the roast peppers, 
onions, spinach, Parmesan & 
mozzarella. 

3 Roll the dough up as you would 


a roulade. Bring in the ends 
to form a circle. 

4 Place on a non-stick baking 
tray. 

5 Cover with a tea towel and 
leave to prove for 30 minutes. 

6 Pre-heat your oven to 190°C. 

7 Brush with olive oil & sprinkle 
with salt flakes, rosemary, thyme 
& garlic. 

8 Bake for 30 minutes. The top 
should be lovely and golden. 

9 Allow to cool before wrapping 
and packing into a picnic basket. 

10 Serve with a selection of 
delicious antipasto.

Fhen the first 
mouthful elicits 
a passionate 
‘oh my God’, 
you know it must be special. 

‘Good steak?’ I asked. 

‘It’s amazing,’ replied the 
boyfriend. Normally I won’t let 
him order a steak when we’re 
‘restaurant reviewing’, because 
I just don’t have the vocabulary 
for steaks. There’s a chargrilled picanha on the menu 
too - a little known fillet of Brazilian beef. ‘Can’t 
you order that instead?’ I said. ‘It sounds more 
exotic.’ Too exotic, came his reply, so I capitulated, 
and thank goodness I did. He ordered the chargrilled 
ribeye, cooked medium, with Cafe de Paris butter. 

It was pink, juicy and downright fantastic, especially 
dipped into that wickedly good butter. 

The Perry Vale is a contemporary bistro delivering 
a little je ne sais quoi to Forest Hill. Delivered by the 
team behind the hugely popular Crooked Well in 
Camberwell, the place has sumptuous banquettes, 
causal wooden sharing benches and bifolding doors 
that open the whole place up to the summer sun. It’s located 
on Perry Vale - ‘the other side of the tracks’ - so you can sit 
out front safely tucked away from the South Circular. 

Even the bread offered on being seated is really good. 
From Paul Rhodes Bakery in Greenwich, it’s plump full of

apricots, figs and rosemary. 

The modem British menu is 
creative and has flair, but also 
sports a good-old cheeseburger. 
The wine list is plentiful and 
helpfully broken down into 
characteristics such as Tight 
and crisp’ and ‘steely and 
mineral’. The house wines, though, are wonderful. 

We started with baked chorizo for him and the 
cured sea trout with duck egg, gherkin and dill 
yoghurt for me. The lightness of my starter paved 
the way for a heavier main - rabbit leg mbbed with 
pommery mustard, which give the meat a good 
kick, served with Savoy cabbage, shallot stock, 
hazelnuts (which add a wonderful cmnch, but do 
require a little chasing around the plate) and red 
grapes. It’s a lovely dish, but something was 
missing. Perhaps a bed of mash potato might help 
bring leg and broth together? The side of chips were 
perfect - not too thick, not too thin, skins on, and 
amazing dipped into that Cafe de Paris butter. 

For dessert I had the gooseberry, almond and thyme cake 
with ginger Chantilly. Have you ever heard of such a lovely 
thing? Served warm, it’s most, light and fabulous.

‘What myself and every other 
personal trainer does to evaluate a client 
is educated guesswork,’ says Leanne 
Spencer of Bodyshot, a local personal 
training company that offers the DNAFit 
range of products. 

‘We don’t know 
genetically what’s

power to 30.8% endurance ratio. I thought 
I’d score around 50-50, aware that 
endurance isn’t my thing, and I’ve never 
felt ‘powerful’. But as it happens, I started 
weight training this year to prepare for a 
140km cycling event and really took to 
lifting weights. So maybe we figure these 
things out for ourselves eventually? But a 
genetic profile certainly speeds things up. 

My report also recommended a low- 
carbohydrate diet as I metabolise carbs 
slowly. But don’t active people need more 
carbs for fuel? This is where a Bodyshot 
personal trainer can help - their expertise 
will guide you through the quagmire of 
genes-versus-environment to build a 
balanced diet and training plan.

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RAYS OF SUNSHINE 

Is there really any substance to summer-born babies being a step 
behind their peers? One expert tells of her own experiences

T his September, it will be 19 years 
since our own small, blonde¬ 
haired first daughter waved us 
goodbye at the door of her 
Reception class and entered her ‘big 
school’ for the first time at the tender age 
of four years and one week. Had she 
been bom exactly one week later, she 
would have had a year more before 
taking this momentous step. In short, 
along with her summer-born friends, 
she was a year younger than some of 
her classmates. 

As an educational professional, my 
empathy has always been with parents 
with offspring bom in the summer 
months. At this time of year, it may well 
be that some of you will be preparing 
your (very small) children for their next 
steps into their bigger world. 

Should we worry about them? Are 
they tmly at a disadvantage in their 
class? It is tme that many studies have 
shown that children bom in August can 
stmggle against their older classmates. 

At seven years of age, studies show that 
children bom in August often lag behind 
their classmates in reading and maths. 
One would expect that this may well be 


accurate. At such tender ages, being a 
year younger than other classmates 
obviously means nearly a year less 
school input. Interestingly, gaps are often 
still evident at 12 and even 18. One 
study conducted by the Institute of Fiscal 
Studies suggests that our August children 
are 20% more likely to study vocational 
subjects and 20% less 
likely to end up at top 
universities than their 
September-bom 
friends. 

So what can we do? 

Recent guidance from 
the Department of 
Education states that it 
is permissible for parents to opt for their 
summer-bom children to enter school 
later, if it is in their best interests. In 
short, it is quite possible for school entry 
to be delayed until the September 
following their fifth birthday. In practice 
this can often prove more complex than 
it might seem. Demand on Reception 
places can sometimes mean that children 
end up in Year 1, the second year of 
schooling and therefore miss out on their 
Reception year. 


In reality, each child is different and, 
just as there are some children who may 
not seem very ready for school at six 
years of age, we all know high achievers 
who are born in every month of the year, 
including July and August. Indeed, in my 
own experience, regardless of birth 
month, things do eventually level out. 

They get to where they 
should be in the end 
despite the path, for 
some, being a little 
more demanding on 
the way. 

The offspring of 
our antenatal group 
and the summer-boms 
of Reception class have gone on to grow 
in confidence. It is tme to say that a 
surprisingly high percentage of them are 
now moving out of their prestigious 
university lives and into careers in 
banking, law and medicine to name but a 
few. Moreover, they now have time on 
their side!

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THE BOTOX EFFECT 

Tutors are in demand from parents all over the UK, hut herds 
how overusing them could trip up your child’s progress

Y ou might be surprised to hear 
me compare tutoring to Botox, 
a fashionable cosmetic 
treatment originally developed 
to treat a variety of chronic medical 
conditions. Well, despite a poor press, 
both tutoring and Botox can have a 
beneficial effect if used for their fit and 
proper purpose - but used ill advisedly 
with a ‘one size fits all’ attitude, both 
could have a negative impact. 

For example, where a child that is 
naturally struggling to keep up in Year 6 
is being tutored for a grammar school 
entrance examination, it may well be that 
a series of sessions with a top tutor will 
result in an increased chance of success. 
Unfortunately, having gained entry to the 
highly intellectual environment of the 
new school, all too often the child 
becomes unhappy scraping along at the 
bottom of the extremely competitive 
academic barrel. Self-esteem issues, a 
lack of self-confidence and a sense of 
inadequacy can all emerge in an 
environment that is often not best suited 
for their particular needs. However, if 
they were to attend a different school 
and take on a tutor to help with the 


clarification of specific topics within 
subjects, then the benefit of tutoring 
could be enormous. 

I often travel through China lecturing 
on the benefits of the British education 
system. It is an irony not lost on me that 
at a time when Chinese parents are 
rightly examining their own education 
system and philosophy and concluding 
that it puts too much pressure on their 
young learners, our own British parents 
are often seen hurtling in the opposite 
direction; scrambling for more and more 
tutoring after school and at weekends. 
And the unfortunate 
outcome in many 
cases? A bloated 
distortion of their 
child’s ability rather 
than a genuine 
improvement in areas 
most needed. 

So when is tutoring genuinely 
required and most appropriately 
applicable? There is no doubt that some 
children struggle with specific concepts 
in certain subjects. Tutoring can 
genuinely help here. Sometimes hard- 
pressed teachers don’t have the time or 


resources to ensure that every child is on 
the same page academically. Equally, it 
can be used as a confidence aid in certain 
subjects to check understanding and 
develop a sense of self-belief. 

Once you have identified a genuine 
need for tutoring, the best piece of 
advice I can give is to find a highly 
qualified, well-respected and appropriate 
tutor. Ask for references. Ensure they 
have experience in the specific subjects 
and level you require. Then discuss this 
with their school. It shouldn’t be an 
uncomfortable discussion and there 

should be no sense of 
blame placed by either 
party for a lack of 
progress; more a 
desire to see things 
improve. 

So always ask the 
question ‘why does 
my child need tutoring?’ before you 
inject your hard-earned money into this 
increasingly popular service.
